Acting on the suggestion made by 
Colonel W. W. Foster, D.S.O., V.D., 
Dominion president of the Canadian 
Legion, B.E.S.L., which was made at 
the time of the international crisis 
last September, all of the known Vet¬ 
erans’ associations of Canada have 
undertaken a survey of war veterans 
with a view to ascertaining their fit- 
ess for serving their country in the 
event of hostilities These forms are 
now in the hands of the s^retaries of 
the various organizations, and a sup¬ 
ply has been received by the local 
branch of the Legion. 

The forms provide for information 
concerning the veteran’s age, phy-iical 
fitness, dependents, present employ¬ 
ment, militia training since the war, 
and special civilian qualifications 
which could be used in war time. It 
also asks what means of transporta¬ 
tion are owned by the veteran, such 
as cars, trucks, motorbicycles, or bi¬ 
cycles. 

In the event of war it is naturally 
supposed that a large proportion (of 
those who served in the last war wjjjl 
offer themselves again, but it is, also 
recognized that the great majority of 
veterans of the last war are no longer 
fit for active service. This being the 
case, it is thought advisable,that a sur¬ 
vey be made with idea of placing them 
in the positions in the defence scheme 
where they will be of most use to the, 
country'. • ’ j 

The survey is being undertaken in 
this district by the'Vulcan Branch of

chst of operations. Is there any com|)arison in the business 
record or business efficiency of the two bodies? Yet, the 
government presumes to defame the work of the E.I.D. 
management, by charging "grave irregularities.” 

K. L. Gray has had considerable publicity through his 
success in managing the Irrigation District. He is also, as 
the leader of the Liberal party, a dangerous political op- 
.poiient. Is thi.s serious effort to discredit a political o|g>on> 
ent and a sue'cessfiil administrator, prompted by anxiety 
that the l''.l.D. is nut prospering sufficiently, or is it an act 
^of jealousy, a desire to acquire some of the benefits from 
this profitable enterprise? 

The fingers of the government are reselling out into one 
of tne few thriving agricultural projects of the province. 
Why ? 

I’nder any circumstances, the accusations of the prenfier, 
are bound to disrupt the harmony which has meant so 
touch to the success of the E.I.D. It is now hauled into the 
arena of politics by the Premier whose solemn duty is to 
act in the interests .of the people ofi the province. The prob¬ 
able conse'quence will be a cleavage between Social Credit 
and the antis amongst these farmers of the E.I.D. who 
have hitherto worked together for the common good. It 
's (|uite conceivable that pressure will be put on them in 
vatiuus ways,, all lending toward friction and bitterness. 
Premier Aberhart will doubtless clothe his purpose in Bib¬ 
lical sanctity, but at present it is he and not the trustees of 
the K.l.I). who is at the bar of public judgment. 

This man who charges “grave irregularities” resorted to 
strange methods to gatherj^vitlence. A member of the pro¬ 
vincial auditor’s departti^it took the opportunity to make 
a private audjt when the head of the district was on holi¬ 
days. It was last November that this furtive inspection 
was made without knowledge of the irrigation council or of 
L. C. Charlesworth, supervisor of water resources. But 
this private document is said to have found its way to W. 
K. Cain, M.L.A. for the district even before the E.I.D. 
trustees had received a copy. Then, according to .word from 
Brooks, Mr. Cain regaled the brethren at his store with ex¬ 
cerpts from the report. The urge to establish credit unions 
was said to have turned the envious eyes of government 
supporters of the district to that $500,000.

has fired civil servants summarily, to replace them wdth 
paity followers; which has throttled business in the prov¬ 
ince with taxation and discouraged outside investment; 
whose whole objective seems to be to gather in revenue, 
and return as little as possible to the people. This is the 
government that voted $100,000 of the people’s money to 
a vague, fantastic, non-productive Social Credit Board, and 
seems strangely reluctant to give any proper accounting of 
where the money went. To cite only one or two of the smal¬ 
ler depredations this is the government which permits its 
followers to feast on pheasants, which others ai'e forbidden 
to touch. And this is the government which refuses to re¬ 
turn the $200 to Okotoks-High River constituency, after 
revoking the .Act which required ,the $200. I

should be extended now before diffi¬ 
culties arose such as existed when the 
province obtained control of its nat¬ 
ural resources, said Mr. Fallow. 
Among these difficulties he cited the 
Krantinif of land and timber rigtits. 

Rights had been granted to private 
interests bjr the federal government 
that made it practically impossible for 
the Alberta government to derive any 
benefit from them. “My submission is 
that the same thing is happening and 
will happen in the North West Terri¬ 
tories,” Mr. Fallow declared. 

He pointed to the wealth of radium, 
copper, ‘nickel and other ores in the 
area and declared that it was indicated 
in development so far that a greater 
percentage of nickel was being recov¬ 
ered than in the Ontario mines. 

The extension northward ^as not 
controversial, said Mr. Manning. It 
was the logical extension of the prov¬ 
ince to the north and the development 
should be directed from Edmonton as 
the gateway to the north.
